Crews Still Incomplete and Forces on 


Ore Docks Are Much Smaller Than 


Usual— Governor Johnson 
Issues a 


Proclamation. 


Duluth, Aug. 3.—While disquieting 
reports a re constant Iv being sent in 
from tow ns on the Mesaba range there 
is 
a g e n eral feeling 
in Duluth 
and 
am ong 
th e officials 
of the 
United 
States Steel corporation th a t the end 
cf th e struggle is near 
at hand and 
that inside 
of a week 
or ten 
days 
everything will lie moving along with 
accustomed regularity. Heavily loaded 
ore tra in s came down all day Friday 
on the Duluth and Iron Range, Duluth, 
Missabe 
and 
N orthern 
and 
Great 
N o rth ern roads 
to their 
respective 
docks at Two Harbors, Oneota and 
Allouez. 
T h e train crews a re by no 
m e a ns complete and it will he several 
days before they will be. 
T he forces 
on three ore docks are still lacking 
the regular number of men for the rea­ 
son that when the strike was in its 
first stages many left tho H ead of the 
Hakes to seek employment elsewhere. 
The docks are closely guarded by depu­ 
ties J aid for by the steel corporation 
and th us far there 
lias not been the 
slightest sign of disturbance. 
T he fact that the ore dock strike 
has been ended paves the way for the 
end of tlie m iners’ strike, for as long 
as tlio corporation is able to ship ore 
it is not 
believed there will 
be any 
further interruption to traffic. 
Tile promulgation of Governor Jo h n ­ 
son’s proclamation, according to ad ­ 
vices received from the range towns, 
has had a salutary effect and most of 
the strik e rs are firmly convinced that 
if 
the rules as 
laid down 
by the 
sta te ’s chief executive 
are wilfully 
violated by them that the governor 
will 
keep his word 
and send 
the 
troops h e re instantly.
